1. Applicant's arguments in the Response filed 8/8/06 (page 
22, line 11 - page 25, line 2) with respect to claims have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 
1-4, 6-8, 17, 8c 23-30 under 35 USC §112, claims 1-4, 6, & 23 
under 35 USC §102, and claims 25-30 under 35 USC §103 have been 
withdrawn.
